Prehistoric Remains Show That the 
Builders Had a High State of Civ­ 
ilization—Native Tr.be* ana 
Races 
Still 
Exist. 


What manner of folk are the Mexi­ 
cans? 
Whatever one’s views on the wisest 
political course toward Mexico, it will 
help in a thorough understanding of 
that country to examine the rich his­ 
tory, the ancient civilization, ttie pre­ 
historic remains to be found among 
our southern neighbors, says tile Na­ 
tional Geographic society. 
o f the I ti,OOO,CKK) inhabitants, two- 
fifths claim direct descent from an 
d en t tribes or families which are ac­ 
cepted as the basis of Mexican his­ 
tory. two Aft bs are of mixed furtive rind 
foreign 
blood, 
tile remainder being 
classed under the common appellation 
of ’foreign.’ 
"Throughout much of the country, 
and often within short distances of 
railroads, are remnant* of ^Piffle of 
tile ancient native tribes or races, ad­ 
hering to customs, methods and speech 
of their ancestors. 
Thus In Oaxaca 
ore the Zsipoteeas and Mixteeas. the 
estimate for the two races being a half 
million, and a government publication 
mentions a dozen other families In tile 
same state. 
“In Hidalgo and adjacent states, the 
Ot nm I*; iti Puebla and Oaxaca, the 
Mexieunos; the predominating Mayas 
in Y ucatan; in Mlcfaoacan and Jalisco, 
• tie Ta rn scan s. and tile Tlnxciilatia. In 
their native state, and other groups 
elsewhere, still maintain the tribal in­ 
dividualities. 
“Although Spanish Is the language 
of the country and much English is 
spoken in tits regions most visited, a 
large number of tile natives use only 
th** vernacular. 
"Prescott refers to the Aztecs, Thix- 
cabins and others as producer* of deli­ 
cate fabrics, colored by vegetable dye*;
